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TWO STATES HIT BY CLOUDBURST 


Western Iowa and Eastern Nebraska Swept By 


Tornado and Heavy Rains 
Mourners 


Around Body of Their Dead Washed Into 
Raging Torrent And Drowned 
Streams 


Swollen 
Trains At A Standstill. 


(By The Associated Press) 


OMAHA, Nebraska, Sept. 29.—Nineteen known dead, 


three missing, more than a dozen seriously injured and 
property damage estimated at more than half a million dol- 
lars was the toll of a tornado and cloudburst which visit- 
ed western owa and eastern Nebraska last night. 


At Council Bluffs, Iowa, where a tornado struck shortly 


after 9 p. m. five persons are known to be dead, three miss- 
ing and five seriously injured and property damage is esti- 
mated at more than $250,000. 


Eight mourners were drowned at Louisville, Nebraska, 


when the house where the body of Mrs. Mary McCraver lay, 
was washed into Mill Creek, which had become a raging 
torrent after a cloudburst. 


Dr. A A. "Ward, a physician of Mar- 


quett, Neb., on his way to make a pro- 
fessional call, was killed when blinded 
by rain and hail, his car skidded and 
turned over. 
The three persons reported missing- 


at Council Bluffs are believed to have 
been washed into Indian creek, which 
is out of its banks 
because of the 


heavy rains of "the past few days. 


Mrs Lars Kelster and three chil- 


dren were killed at Council Bluffs as, 
they ran from their home, a large tree 
crushing them. Their bodies were 
found huddled together. 


In Council Bluffs 12 houses In a row 


were levelled by the tornado and the 
Strand, one of the leading theaters, 
was almost-demolished when the rear 
end caved into Indian creek.

Fire followed the toi r.ado and sev- 


eral homes and warehouses were de- 
stroyed. 
Persons living near Salt creek, in 


the western part of Lincoln, Neo., 
tvwe forced to flee to higher ground 
when that Creek left Its banks. Pris- 
oners at the state penitentiary n-ere 
used to build dams around the prison 
power plant. 
In Omaha the rainfall approximated 


that of a cloudburst. Several trains 
out of Omaha for Kansas City and 
Chicago remained here because offi- 
cials feared that many of the bridges 
might give way.

22 left Council 
Bluffs at its usual time but was forced 
back at South Onjaba when it was 
found that the tracks were covered 
with water. 
Water early today was running 


from three to six feet deep in busi- 
ness section, of Council Bluffs and 
buildings were coated with a foot of 
mud. All traffic between Omaha and 
Council Bluffs has been suspended and 
th» gas company in the latter place is 
unable to supply gas because the en- 
gin* room of its plant was flooded.

The charter revision committee last 
night held its second plenary ses-tsm 
since being appointed ?nd began the 
serious task 
of reconstructing

charter was read and discussed be- 
tween 3'"JO and 11.30 p m. and a 
number of \vritten suggestions weise 
heard, discussed and some of them

ed before any definite steps towards 
adopting the provisions are taken. It

Wednesday, (a. m.) Sept. 5. 1928. 
I want to write a note from here 


Just to tell you that we are safe 
ourselves and that our boat is doing 
all it can. It was indeed a wonder- 
ful exhibition of practical Christian- 
ity to see the great ocean liners in 
the harbor of Yokohama taking on 
all who were still alive. When we 
entered the harbor Monday a. m. 
all we know was that Yokohama was 
destroyed by earthquake* 
and

Saturday noon. We hoped our Im- 
aginations had led us too far in our 
fears, but nothing could have been 
exaggerated. 
When we left yester- 


day morning -with 1,400 refugees onj, 
fcoard great clouds of emoke still' 
rose from burning oil tanks and the 
city smoldered. All day Monday our 
life boats went back and forth from 
other over-crowded ships and froir.

that the latter plan be adopted and 
things It desirable to set out in brief 
the reasons therefor. 


An attempt to take the Charter of 


the City of Danville and 
re-write 
same as a whole and have it parsed 
by a special act of the legislature 
would be a difficult undertaking, and 
would require a great deal of time 
and a great deal of expert work with 
the likely result that many material 
points -would be overlooked or that 
the language employed would be sub- 
ject to many different constructions, 
requiring many years to settle finally 
the disputed points. 
It is the observation of your com- 


mittee that even where experts are 
employed to give their entire time for 
years codifying laws, etc., thereafter 
it "requires many years to settle a 
great many disputed questions that 
could not 
have 
been foreseen 
but 


which arise out of the exact meaning 
of the language employed. 
The present city charter of Dan- 


ville Is an old one and a great many 
of the phrases and sections have long 
since been, construed and settled fin- 
ally, and no good could be accom- 
plished by an attempt to re-enact 
the entire charter as a whole. 
Even. If this charter were re-enact- 
ed as a whole, wherever it W.TS in 
conflict with the Constitution or the 
general State laws, no good would 
have been accomplished, and it would 
be a source of continual contrDversy 
as to whether the charter -was or was 
not in conflict with these other laws. 
Jt is our opinion that the present 
city charter is as nearly modern as 
can be reasonably obtained and that 
the city government can satisfactorily 
be conducted thereunder. 
"vVhile it 


may not be a model document in ev- 
ery respect, it is, in our opinion sub- 
stantially desirable as it at present 
exists. 
(ey The second plan which we rec- 


ommend that the Committee adopt, 
viz: that the present charter as it 
exists be retained and such changes 
as the Committee recommends should 
be made therein, avoids many of the 
objections set out. So far as we have 
been able to learn there are only a 
few material changes that are neces- 
sary for this sub-committee to con- 
sider 
TFe do not understand that it 


is the function of this committee to 
recommend the desirability or unde- 
sirability of any particular change. 


As vou are already advised a pub- 


lic invitation was made to the citi- 
zens at large and various organiza- 
tions t ogive to the revision commit- 
teetee suggestions and a number have 
been received 
We attach, to this re- 


port a digest 
of these suggested 
changes so that the committee may 
have a definite plan upon which to 
proceed, and it is our recommenda- 
tion that we take up the suggested 
changes in order, refer to the section 
of the charter governing the question 
to be discussed, 
determining first 
what Is the existing situation under 
the Constitution, general law and the 
charter. 
If. in the opinion of the 


Committee the change is desirable, 
work out the suggested change in 
language 
which 
would carry 
the 


change into effect and proceed in that 
way 
to dispose 
of all 
suggested 


changes whether they appear in this 
1st or not and whether suggested by 
outside sources or by members of the 
committee; that a final report of the, 
committee as a whoie be forwarded 
to the City Attorney with request 
that the bill be prepared by him car- 
rying the changes into effect: that the 
City Attorney be requested to report 
' this bill to the Charter Revision Com- 
mittee, same to be considered and. 
if approved by the committee, a re- 
port of this suggested bill to be trans- 
mitted to the City Council for such 
further action as they de.«=ire to take 
thereon it being left, of course, to 
the judgment of the Council as to 
whether there should be public hear- 
ings or some other plan of ascertain- 
ing the sentiment of the majority of 
the citizens of Danville as to the de- 
sirability of the changes.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Sept. 29. 
The fate of the proposed Initiative 


bill which would permit the lower 
House of the state legislature to con- 
vene without call from the governor 
rests with the Oklahoma 'Supreme 
court, with possibility of the proposed 
measure going on the ballot for a 
special election. October 2, depending 
upon action by the dominant body 
today. 
Upon the court's 
decision 


hinges a test of strength at the polls 
against the administration of Gover- 
nor J. C Walton, who has placed the 
entire state under martial law in his 
declared wai on masked bands, flog- 
gings and the Ku Klux Klan. 
An- 


other area in the state passed under 
absolute 
martial 
law today 
when 


troops at the direction of Governor 
Walton occupied the oil fleld section 
which embraces Cushing. in Payne 
county. 
The governor said he acted 


at the request of District Judge C. C. 
Smith of Cushing, who declared that 
"no justice can be obtained through 
the 
county attorney." 
Stlllwater, 
seat of Oklahoma A. and M. College 
and other parts of the county, were 
not affected. 


The referendum would amend the 


state constitution so as to provide 
:hat the lower House could convene 
by a call signed by a majority of its 
members specifying that such an as- 
sembly could not pass leg^latlon but 
could be devoted only to an Investi- 
gation of state officials. 
While the referendum has no con* 


nection with court action instituted 
iy a majority of the House members 
to test their right to convene without 
a call from the governor, it is pre- 
dicted that these proceedings would 
be withdrawn if the proposal were 
voted upon and passed. 


The matter was brought before the 
Supreme court by application for a 
writ of mandamus to compel the state 
election board to enter the referen- 
dum on the ballot. 


Campbell Russell, an ardent politi- 


cal enemy of Governor "Walton, who 
circulated the initiative petition, con- 
structed the action to forestall the 
executive's attempt to keep the meas- 
ure 'off the ballot. The governor has 
applied for a rehearing of his appeal 
from the secretary of state's ruling 
that the petition is valid, charging 
that a number of signatures on It are 
forgeries. 
His appeal was denied.

Friends of the woman's husband 


charged that the suspicion of poison- 
ing was the result of an old family 
feud which had lasted through sev- 
eral generations. 
A cotftin of Mr. 


Webb, Colonel Howard Thayer Kings- 
bury, who is * physician, stated that 
in his opinion death was due to nat- 
ural causes. He was with Mrs. Webb 
at the time of her death. 


One circumstance which was re- 


garded as odd by relatives of the dead 
woman wa* that she had suffered 
from an eye affection similar to that 
experienced by her mother, who died 
shortly before Mrs. Webb's marriage, 
which «he had opposed. 
Relatives 


who demanded that an investigation 
be made also declared that Mrs. Webb 
had made two wills shortly before 
her death and that she had refused 
to sign a third which .had been drawn.

ing. 
Her 
brother-in-law, 
Ralph 


Ward, was the first to bring the tid- 
ings to her. 


"Thank God", she murmured and 


sank into Ralph's arms. 


The trial was the climax of a long 


series of events in connection with 
the killing. Peters' body was found 
and there was scarcely a paragraph's 
mention of the incident in the news- 
papers.

He was a "nobody"

Walter 8. Ward wa» acquitted today 
Of the charge of murdering Clarence 
Peters. 
• 
As the Jury foreman announced the 


yerdlct a cheering throng of specta- 
tor!, mostly women, climbed 
over 


row» of benches and chairs to grasp 
the hand and! kiss the face of the 
wealthy baker> son. 


Ward, blushing-, smiling and chew- 


ing gum, tried in vain to flght his 
way through the mlllin-g crowd that 
.packed the court room and reach 
the side of his wife who had fallen 
into the firms of his brother, Ralph, 
when »he heard the jury's verdict. 
Mr«. Ward was in 
an 
anteroom. 


Ralph burst in with tne glad tidings 
and with a murmur she sank into his 
arms. 


It was not merely a polite demon- 


ftratlon that greeted the verdict "not 
guilty." 
It was an outburst of emo- 


tion. 
For 10 days the court room 
has been packed and most 
of 
the 
spectators each day have been wo- 
men". Never 
In fashionable West- 


Chester county has there been more 
Interest displayed in a murder trial 
than In this one In which the weal- 
thy members of a 
leading family 
fought for his life for the killing: of 
an Inconspicuous 
youth. 
And sel- 


dom. If ever, has there been a more 
emotional display over a verdict. 


While the trial itself was not un- 


usually long, th« events that preceded 
It dragged out ower a period of more 
than 16 month*. Peters was a for- 
mer sailor. Hi* body was found on a 
lonely road near the Kenslco reser- 
voir In May, 1922. 
It was several 


days before hia body was Identified. 
Then Var<* cam* forward 
with a 
statement from his attorneys that he 
had shot Peters In self defense as the 
result of an alleged attempt to black- 
mail him. 
Investigation a/ter investigation fol- 


lowed, but all attempts to learn the 
secret of the blackmail plot failed. 
It has never been learned by the pub- 
lic. 
One indictment 
against Ward 
was dismissed but finally another was 
returned and Ward was placad on, 
trial a week ago last Monday. 


The prosecution called 32 witnesses, 


then suddenly rested its case. 
The 
defense, even more suddenly, rested 
without calling a single witness. But 
Isaac N. Mills., Ward's chief counsel, 
talked to the jury for more than four 
hours. 
Then yesterday the prosecu- 


tion summed up its case and this 
morning Supreme Justice Wagner de- 
livered hi« charge. 
The jury's deliberation lasted less 
than four hours. 


It was 4:30 when the jury filed In j 
and Its foreman, Cha« H Schelling, 


a Shipper, announced*the verdict. Inv 
mediately tho court room was In a 
turmoil. 


The first person 
to congratulate 


Ward was Attorney General Sherman, 
chief of the prosecution, 
the 
next 


was Ralph Ward, who drove through 
the crowd to carry the news to his 
brother's wife. 


Ward by that time, -was the center 


of a swirling ma*«* of humanity. Wo- 
men and g-irla cried hysterically and 
climbed over the railing to reach him. 
Ho fought through them, smiling1 and 
chewing his gum. They hung to hia 
arms and legs at every step As ho 
struggled by a row of chairs upon 
which a number of 
women 
were 


standing one woman, with gray hair4 
threw her arms about his neck. 


"Good tooy, Walter—" she exclaim- 


ed 
She clung to him, pinched hi«i 


cheeks and patted his head until he 
tore himself away to find his wflfe. 


Mrs. Ward was waiting in a room 


where newspaper men were dictat- 
ing their stories to operators of tele- 
graph instruments. Ralph burst into 
the room. 


"Oh,\ Beryl—acquittal—" 
He cried. 
, 
"Thank God," murmured the wo- 


man, and she sank into his arms. 


A few minutes later, still fighting 
his way through the crowd. Ward 
came 0-ut into the 
corridor where 


Mrs. Ward had gone to wait for him. 
The crowds elready had surrounded 
her 
She saw him soming and rust- 


ed through the 
throng-, locked her 
arms about her husband's neck and 
•was swung up to meet his lips with 
hers. 
Tod-ay, the day of his acqnital, was. 
Ward's 32nd birthday.

ARIS, Sept. 
29.—Just how 
the 


Parisienne wears her hair is of 
reat concern to American women in 
Paris who are anxious to return to 
their native land as French as pos- 
sible. 


In Paris, you become very con- 


scious of your hair, because every 
street has many shops where you may 
get what we call a wave and what 
the Frenchwoman calls an "ondula- 
tion." 
And the smart coiffures and 


sleek shining locks you see over here 
convince you that the Parisienne gives 
much attention to the exterior of her 
head. 


The beauty parlor as we know it, 


fitted up like a boudoir with every 
type of facial treatment available, is 
quite unusual here. The French shop 
devotes its energies to the hair and is 
most frequently found in connection 
with a barber shop. It is patronized 
by men quite as often as by women. 


At present, the four types of hair- 


dressing sketched are most stylish. 


"La Garconne" is the French ver- 


sion of the bob. Instead of flowing 
locks, making the 
head 
look 
very 


large, it is close, neat and boyish. 
The hair is pulled back straight from 
the forehead and drawn plainly over 
the crown. And the back is clipped 


quite short like a boy's. 
The sides 


are allowed only a very slight fluffi- 
ness. 
This style Is more difficult to wear 


than the original, type of bob, but it 
is much more distinctive. 
It brings 


classic features into startling promi- 
nence, but drags into the light every 
irregularity on the plain fa<:e. 
"La Coquette," on the other hand, 


softens and flatters in a most sooth- 
ing manner. The sides are cut short 
and curled, but the front is brushed 
very smoothly and brought low over 
the face without destroying the out- 
line of the crown. The back is rolled 
up and held in place with a comb or 
with two tortoise shell pins. 
"La Reine" takes us back to the 


old days of the Louis and is reserved 
entirely for evening wear. The hair 
starts away severely from the face. 
but at the crown changes its tactics 
and becomes a. mass of ringlets and 
curls, the division of policy being 
marked by a wide 
circular 
comb. 


Truth forces me to add that store 
curls are more frequently employed 
in this coiffure tha nnature's. 


The Psyche outline comes to life 
in "La Greque." but it is a fan-like 
erection rather than a coil. 
"With it 


the -wide headband of colored silk 
or metal cloth, or of jewels, is al- 
ways worn.

Also teach your children to look 


before thev leap, in order to make 
sure that their feet may .not slip or 
slide and 
endangsr 
their 
ankles, 


knees, arms, fingers or toes to se- 
vere sprains. 
These are sometimes 


worse than factures and result in a 
permanent distorted or swollen con- 
dition of limbs or joints- 


The result of a bad sprain may in- 


deed be serious. 
The turning 
or 
twisting causes intense pain, so that 
if the sprain is part of Tour locomo- 
tion outfit, the strained member can- 
not 
perform 
its 
work 
properly. 


Swelling and discoloration, as in a 


severe bruise, add to your discom- 
fort. 
In the case of a slight sprain, 
the injured member should be giver 
a compete rest and recovery usually 
occurs in a few days. Xo treatmen. 
is necessary, other than a hot appli- 
cation or soakkig in hot water for 
20 minutes or half hour, as soon aft- 
er the accident as possible. 
When a severe sprain occurs thr 


muscles and ligaments are so severe- 
ly pulled, wrenched and twisted tha: 
they become highly inflamed, swoller 
and painful.

The vast regions of the Amazon 
valley, which are but sparsely inhab- 
ted.

well as in big and powerful organiza- 
tions. It is reported that fortunes in 
gold and precious stones have been 
panned from the gravels of the north-

Mike Cvengros of the White Sox finds 
the Yankees one of the easiest clubs 
in the league for his style of pitching. 
Mike hasn't scored many victories 
against the Yanks but he always gives 
them plenty of trouble 


Jack Eentley of the Giants is a 


southpaw after the type of Cvengros 
as to style. 
Possibly Ja£k has a bit 


more stuff than Mike because of his 
superior physique 
It wouldn't sur- 


prise me if McGraw used Bentley to 
decided advantage against the Ameri- 
can League entry. 


I am alto partial to the pitching of 


Hughe> McQuillan. He has good stuff 
and knows how to pitch. That is of 
great value against a slugging aggre- 
gation like the Yankees. Incidentally 
McQuillan la a fine fielder and a good 
hitter. 
His presence on the rubber 


makes the Giants a well-balanced ball 
club. 


Then there is Jack Scott, Art Nehf 


and "Bill Ryan, most capable perform- 
as a -whole is far superior to that of ers. Each has the abiliti to make 
the Giants. Over a season's campaign 
of 154 games it -would decisively as- 
sert itself. But does it play so prom- 
inent a part in the outcome of a short 
series? 


Experience has taught me that one 
great pitcher in a short series can 
outdo the 
efficiency of an all-star 


staff 
It was Babe Adams with three 


victories in the 1909 series between 
Pittsburgh and Detroit that returned 
the Pirates victors 
Adams -was the 


only effective Pittsburgh pitcher. Sin- 


handed he upset the dope^and put 
rout the Detroit pitching 
staff 
which had proven eo troublesome to 
American League batters. 
Back in 1917 it was "Red" Paber 
who made possible the Chicago White 
Sox victory over the 
New York 
Giants 
He won three games. 
The 
records of the world series games 
show that one pitcher has often dom- 
inated the event by -winning three 
games. 
In the last two world series the 


Xe-w York Yankees have gone down 
before the Giants. In 1921 it was a 
hard-fought affair, but last year the 
best the Yanks could do -a. as get a 
tie out of the- five games played. 


No baseball expert will for a min- 
ute argue that^the pitching staff of 
the Giants -was equal to that of the 
Yanks. As a matter of fact the de- 
cisive victory of the Giants was the 
surprise of baseball, particular.y for 
the 
experts 
Baseball 
authorities 
without exception picked the Yanks 
each year, basing their dope on the 
admittedly superior pitching 
of 


the American League entry. 
All of 


which brings me back to my onsinal 
query: What part does pitching plaj 
in a short series? 


I am inclined to the belief that the 


value of an all-star pitching staff Is 
overplayed in a short series, such as 
the annual clash of seven games be- 
tween the two major league pennant 
•winners. 


The Yankees have five great pitch- 


ers who stand out. 
The staff of the 


Giants boasts of no such strength. Yet 
on the staff of the National League 
entrv are several pitchers who haie 
the abihtj to single handed carrv the 
burden If they are at the top of "their 
game 


himself a world series hero if he 
happens to be at the top of his game. 


For the past two years I have play- 


ed a great many games against the 
Giants on the spring training trip and 
I have been in an excellent position 
to judge the merits of the Giants' 
pitchers 
Likew ise m> summer's p'ay 
against the Yankees gives me an even 
better line on the pitching staff of 
the American League pennant win- 
ners. Here are the conclusions that 
I draw 


The American League staff as a 


whole is 30 per cent more efficient 
than the Giants' staff. 
Yet, there are 


certain pitchers on the New York Na- 
tionals -who have the ajpilityto sin- 
gle handed counteract "the punch of 
the Yankee staff as a -whole 


Then again, some pitcher given no 


consideration may upset the dope. 
Jesse Barnes, the possessor of a great 
curve ball, turned In such a perform- 
ance in the 1921 series between the 
Giants and the Yanks 
Not figured 


to start, his two victories as relief 
pitcher saved the Giants. 


Pitching is baseoal! s most valu- 


able asset 
Over the long route, an 


all-star pitching staff will assert it- 
self. 
Houever, I am of the opinion 


that a galaxy of star pitchers does not 
mean so much in a short series of 
seven games. Often one great pitcher 
may prove even more valuable than 
four or five stars 


For that reason. In doping out the 


coming series between the Yankees 
and the Giants, it Is not wise to lay 
too much stress on the Yankees' great 
pitching staff.

fully and profitably employed. 


"Credit Is being used much mor 


extensively than last year, partly be 
cause of a general expansion in bus! 
ness activity and paitly as a resu! 
of higher prices this year for agrl 
cultural products, which makes i 
necessary to use a larger volume o 
money in moving the 
crops 
Th 


banks of the district are on the whole 
In shape to grant the necessary ac 
commodatlons, and no legitimate bus 
iness appears to be suffering Iron 
any lack of credit 
facilities. 
Th 


volume of bank debits la running 
higher than a year agfl, evidencing 
the greater volume of business now 
being done in all sections of the dis 
trict. Business failures are less num- 
erous than in 1922." 


The review added that not only is 


labor fully employed, "but the rela- 
tions between employers 
and 
em- 


ployees appear to be more harmon- 
ious than they have been in severa 
years and no signs -of threatening dis- 
turbances are visible." 


No sign <3f a coal shortage in the 


district is seen by the reserve bank 
which declared that coal mines are 
operating normally, "assuring all tho 
fuel for householders and Industria 
plants that the railroads can trans- 
port."

SENATOR EPES DEFINES THE 


PAY-AS-YOU-GO ROAD PLAN 


RICHMOND, Sept. 29—In response 


to Inquiries rnado of Senator Epes by 
the Richmond Nowa Leader aa to his 
pobltlon on certain questions relative 
to financing? of State Highway con- 
struction, the senator h«H sent tho 
following reply to tho editor of 
the 


News Leader: 


"The Richmond Mews Leader In its 


editorial of September 17th, names 
me 
O.B one of the four moat active 


proponents of the pay-as-you-go plan 
of financing construction of the State 
Highway System, and asks that 1 an- 
swer certain questions as to my posi- 
tion with reference to financing high. 
way construction. Without reflating 
these questions I answer them. 


"(1) a 10 cent property tax, (2) 


a 2 cent gasoline tax, (3) an annual 
State appropriation of $835,000, (4) 
Federal Aid, (5) the excess of present 
automobile license tax above what is 
required for adequate maintenance of 
the State Highway System. During the 
7 year period, 1924,30, it •will yield, 
according to most conservative esti- 
mates $5(5.725,000 for State Hlghwav ' 
construction, or, after paying back all 
Robertson Act money, in excess of 
$20,000 per mile for every mile of 
unconstruced road in the system—In 
addition, it provides for a mainten- 
ance fund of over $500. per mile per 
year for every mile in the State ays_ 
tern. 


"I am insistent that .these sources 


of revenue shall be continued, un- 
diminished for State Highway con- 
struction. 


"(2) The State Highway System 
i*< 


of Mtal importance to Vaginia. and 
must be maintained intact, and the 
permanent improvement completed as 
a state project, through State agen- 
cies', at the earliest time consistent 
•with eound financial policies, with 
such 
reconstruction 
and 
additions 


from time to time as are necessary to 
meet traffic needs. But the surest way 
of destroying the State System, com- 
prising onl> 8 per cent, of the roads 
of the State, is to try to withdraw 
from the county road system, com. 
prising 92 per cent of the roads in 
the state, the present State aid pro- 
visions therefor. The only thing con- 
nected with road construction more 
disastrous to Virgin'a than the aban-

isting laws, except only that legisla- 
tion may be necessary to designate 
the surplus, over maintenance require- 
ments, of the automobile license tax 
as a construction fund, though thia 
surplus is now being used as a con. 
structlon fund without such specific 
designation. Because it is now provid- 
ed for by statute, the pay-as-you-go 
plan is not set out in detail in the re- 
ferendum act. On the' contrary the 
bonci issue plan is set forth in the 
leferendum act. and it has, apparentl> 
intentionally, been made lerv inde- 
finite in the very important particulars j 
of how long the bonds aie to run and 
what provision is to be made for their 
i etirernent. Under it, bonds maturing 
from 1 to 100 years can be issued, 
and already proposals have been put 
forth by bond advocates for 16 years, 
20 years, 25 years and 33 jear bonds 
The man or woman who votqs foi 
bonds in November has no idea of 
whether he votes for a 16 year or 100 
year bond, or what the provision for 
retirement will be; and were the bond 
issue to carry, would never know 
until the legislature had passed a bond 
bill. Every opportunity that the con- 
stitution "permits to be left open for 
wildcat financing has been left open 
in this provision of the referendum 
act as to a bond issue, and certainly, 
if some of the bond advocates can 
have their head, these opportunities 
will be used, for already we have 
from the bankers' committee a plan 
for deferred sinking fund bonds

THE DAXVEDLE FAIR. 


One week from tomorrow will see

DIXXEB BEMJ. 


A rat Is let out of its cage by Dr. 


Savlov, distinguished Russian scien- 
tist. 
A piece of cheese is dropped 


nearby. The doctor immediately rings 
a bell, which frightens the rat. 
It 


Scurries back into Its cage without 
touching the cheese. 
He keeps on trying. Pretty soon the 
rate loses its fear of the bell and 
seizes the cheese. 


In the fiftieth staging of this ex- 


periment, the rat rushes out of its 
cage when it hears the bell, and runs 
in circles trying to find the usual 
piece of cheese—which isn't there on 
this trip. 


Scientists examined the rat's mouth 


and find it watering. 
So the discov- 


ery is announced to the world, that 
the rat had learned that the clang of 
the dinner gong means something to 
eat. 
Human "intelligence" probably 


dawned similarly, ages past. 


Dr. Savlov and his associates next 


experimented with the rat's 
child, 


then the grandchildren—on for five 
generations'of 
rats. 
They 
noticed 


that with ea'ch successive generation 
the rat learned the meaning of the 
bell more quickly. The fifth-genera- 
tion rat responded to the dinner bell 
with a watering mouth the fifth time 
he was baited. Took his ancestor 60 
trips to accomplish the same thing. 


Savfov made quite a sensation at a 


recent international medical confer- 
ence when he told about his rat ex- 
periments which 
demonstrate 
that 


rats are influenced by their ancestors. 
The scientists talked about "heredita- 
ry instincts" of the rats. They call it 
instinct, which theoretically Is action 
by impulse without thinking or even 
consciousness of the act.
